Hiſtory , and the Elegancy of the Latin 
Tongue added ſome ftrength of tempta- 
tron, and baving found it ſo bandſom , 
and ſo compendious a Narrative , and ſo 
many miſtakes rectified by it , which we 
had imbibed from other Hiſtories , I 
could not forbear in imitation of the 
French, who, with moſt applauded and 
rndefatigable application , bring all the 
Learning of the World into their own + 
Country, wiſhing the ſight of it in our 
own Engliſh T ongue : And my Zeal 
for it extended ſo far , not finding any 
one bad done it, that together with the 
proſpe&# of a moſt taking, and acceptable 
drverſion, it imployed me with ſome pre- 
cipitation in the rendring of it into our own 
Natural Language ; which, with what 
aſſiſtance the difficulty of ſome places made

READER 


HE Chriſtian Faith, having been heretofore 
planted in Agypt about the beginning of the 
Goſpel, by the Holy Apoſtles; and eſpectally 
by the "Preaching, and good ſucceſs of St, 
Mark, encreaſect abmidanily in a little time, according 
to the moſt fertile nature of that Goil, The Learning of 
that fruntful Country, having, as it were, prediſpoſect ”_ 
them for thoj: Myſteries, and by fitting. their /Mirds * 
thereto, ſerved as it were, as a handmatd to Theology. bk 
Here Amonius, Panto-nus, Clemens, Tatianus, Origen, 
and not to name any more, ihe incomparable Athanalius 
CD: were

were oorn + Flere was firs begun and cultivated the 
eMonkifſh Diſcipline : Here were the ſupputations of 
time, aud ihe perpetual defigration of the Feaſt of 


Eaſter, ard from hence propagated by Circular Letters 


io other Churches, Here, lafily, in the ſpace of a few 
Months were dejirozed One Eundrci! and Forty 1 honſard 
Mez under Dioclefian for the Chriſlzan Faith, ard 
Seventy Thouſand baniſhed, mith Izranvical Ejfuſton of 
Chriſtiin Blood, does, and deſcruedly, give date to 
e/Martyrdom it ſelf ; from which dreadful and barvarous 
deſtruGion we count as from an fra: And never any 
where, certainly, aid the Chriſtian Religion extend its 
roots with more felicity till the Third Age, in which it 
broueht forth Arius, and with him @ moſt peſtilent brood 
of Hereſie, which was ſcarce extinguiſhed by the Conncil 
of Nice, and the pions care of the Princes, and Ortho- 
dox Biſhops : But immediately aficr :, towit in the Fourth 
Ace, up ſtarted Eutaches, Swperiour of a Monaſter y 
at Conſtantinople, and broached new Errors in the 
Church 5 who flying, afier his condemnation, by the Con- 
ſtantinopolitan Council, to Dioſcorus Biſhop of Alex- 
andria, wnhappily obtained from that pious * Biſhop a 
deferce of his Herejie by which means, the infeion 
berng ſpread through Agypt, it there received name and 
increaſe from one Jacobus Syrus Baradienlſes, and pre- 
wailed yet more and more in the next Age, viz, under 
Leo the Little, and Leno, Ifauricus awd Anaſtaſius, his 
Snciefſors, until it was reduced nnder Juſtin and Juſti- + 
nianus,, who fortifjing the Decrees of the Council of 
Chzlcedon, with the ſecular arm gave the name of Mel- 
chites, cr in othcr terms King followers, to the Ortho- 
dox Chriſizzns > Melchi in their Language [rgnifying 

King.

King, Now at that fatal period when the Diſſenters 


were too ſeverely uſed, and the Magijtrates of Alexan- 
dria, were too immoderate in their puniſhments of them, 
the Saracens made an irruption into Fgypt, and the 
diſireſſed Jacobites, who by their daily ill uſage had been 
too much exaſperated, and were more cvilly and malici- 
ouſly forced into Arms for the common ſafety ; and add 
to thir, had as much cauſe of fear of their fellow Chri- 
ſtians, as of the blaſphemous enemies of that ſacred name, 
they fled to Mahomet for ſuccour, upon which the Im- 
poſtour is reported 10 have ſaid Do goed to the Cophts 
of Agypt, for they are related to you both by Blood and 
eMarriage 3 and he that does hurt to a Copht, does hurt 
to me + And I wiſhto God our not loug ſince immotderate 
Jage of our fellow Chriſtians, though Diſſenters in Hun- 
gary, even in this Age, had not produced as dreadful an 
effeF, by driving the miſerable into nefarious Camps. 
But now the Xgyptian Cophti, ealtly ſubmitting. 

themſelves to the /Mahometan Toke, being mildly uſed, 
found a much more gentle Slavery, than the other Chri- 
ftians, whence even to this day they far ſurpaſs them in 
number ; and Cyrillus Patriarch of Alexandria, in his 
Letter to Vytenbogaen, Anno 1613. aſſurcs #5 they ſur- 
paſs the Greeks in number ten times adding this half. 


Ferſe or Hemiſtic out of Homer : 
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As to the preſert ſtate of them, they being not only 
afferent from us in their Religion, but alſo diſtant ſo 
far Eaſtward from our Europe 5 what acconnt we hear 
of them is either wholly fabulous, or at leajt, through 


ftudionſneſs of "Parties very nnſincere ; for ſuch 3s the 


inward .

inward delight of travellers in fiction, that inſtead of 


preſenting 5 with the true Hiſtories of things, and ſet- 
ing them before ws in their proper colours, they treat us 
only with a bamquet of hear-ſayes and impoſſabilities , aud 


for ſuch who vary from m4 in Opinion, we do nothing, 


for the moſt part, but load them, with the moſt ediows 
calummics and criminaiions : So that Joſephus Abu- 
dernus a war born in Cairo, and of unexceptionable 
truth and integrity, and a ſufficient witneſs of things 
done in his own Conntry , having compiled a ſhort Com- 
mentary of the Manners and Cuſtoms of his Compatriots, 
we thought it not improper to preſent it to the Publick; 
eſpecially ſince it would take up but little time and coſt, 
7n cather Printing or 'Peruſing.

Of the Jacobites N AME. 


Any of the ancient Doctors have deſir'd to know 
M the Origine of the Jacobites, and the Name of thoſe 
from whom they derived ; for they are many in 

number, as we ſhall ſhew hereafter, and boch had, and have 
ſill, many Errors in their Religion. They are not only 
call'd FJacobires, but Cophres allo ; and by molt of the Papiſts 
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ES ) 
mn Fnuope, Chriſtient per Cingulum, or Ciriſtiars of the Girdle. 
As'to the Origine of their Name, the aforelaid Doctors think 
they took it either from their ancient Fatriarch of Alexandria, 
tor they are Subjects of thar See, or from {ome other Saint ; 
namely, Tawbns Sys Baradicrſis : bur this does not ſeem 
certain, for in the Catalogue of their Patriarchs, as it is in 
their Sacrifice of 7/a/., there is no mention made of that Pa- 
triarch ; therefore the moſt probable Opmion 1s this, that 
they are delccnded of the ancient Patriarch Jacob, the'Son of 
Iſ.zac, the Son of Avraham, often called 1/7acl in Holy Writ, 
as afterwards, when we come to treat of their other Name of 
Cophtes ſhall be ſeen ; and indeed, was not this a great Truth, 
a multitude of Fb:ews , which are now living in egypt, 
ſhould be called 1/-aelires, and not Facobites. But becauſe 
the Hevrews, Which are known throughout the reſt of the 
World, have gotten to themlelves this Name of 1ſraelites, 
they are willing to differ from them by this firſt Name Faco- 
bite, and not //raelite, alcho' they agree together 1n Crrcum- 
cifion : add to this, that they are Chriſtians and not Hebrews, 
and do this to diſtinguiſh themſelves from other Nations, 
which are living with them in the fame Countries. They 
have therefore no other Author to whom they owe the Name 
of Jacobires but the before-cited Patriarch ; and this allo I 
can my {elf affirm, that in their Exhortations as well publick 


as private, I have heard them called 1ſraclires, and the Flock. 
of Iſracl,

+. Ks are alſo itiled, as we ſaid before, Cophti, from Coph- 
res, a very noted place in Thebais, it being a common: 
trading Town both for the efeyptians and Arabians, lying 
towards the Red Sea ; and which gave name :o all eAgyfr, as 
it 1S aia yu7]C:, or 71G, or Ts ware. which Gonthes the 
Land or Country of Cophrus.

OU will wonder, it may be, and not without reaſon, 


why they ſhould be called by the Exropeans, Chriſtian 


della Ceintura ;, that is, Chriſtians of the Girdle : bat you will 


ceale that admiration, when you know the cauſe. Thez 
Cyphtes as we ſhall ſhew more at large in the Chapter of Ba- 
pulm, at the Receiving of their Sacraments, uſe a certain 
Girdle wherewith the Prieſt is accuſtomed to gird him, who 
recetveth the Sacrament, which they call the Girdle or Band 
of Chaſtity, or Cingulum Caſtitatrs, as our Saviour calleth 1; 
in the Goſpel, and from this Ceremony they have obtained 


this Name. 


CH AF: 16 
Of the Antiquity of the COPHTS. 


Itherto have we treated of the Name and Origine of the 

Facobites, and having proved them to have been de- 
{cended from the Patriarch Jacob, it muſt of neceſſity follow, 
if you enquire of their Antiquity, that they were long before 
our Lord and Saviour 7e/as Chriſt. And after his coming, as 
Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory telleth us, they were converted to the 
Faith by St. Mark, then Biſhop of Alexandria; and after his 
Martyrdom, thoſe that adhered to his Opinion, diſperſed his 
Doftrine thro' all Alexanaria, egypt, Lybia, Nubia, Cc. 
in which Countries they are ſtill living If you enquire after 
their Number, I anſwer, There were more of them 1n the Pri- 
mitive Church, before they were ſubject to the Barbarity and 
Tyranny of the Twrb, and to that Cruelty, which the Mans - 


metans have exerciſed upen them. Bur beſides theſe Coun.

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tries Which are filled with 7acobires or Cophtcs, there are {eve- 


ral others to be found, in which they are not wan: as all 
- biopic, and part of the Iſland of Cyprus, fo, that they dit-

Of their Spiritnal Government, 


'Nough ſeem; to have been already ſaid of the Name and 
Orizine of the Jacobires, now we are to ſpeak of their 
Government in Matters Spiritual ; but before I commence, 
you mult know, the Jacobites do not in all places enjoy the 
tame liberty, for thoſe that are free from the Injury and Juriſ- 
diction of Pagans and Mahometans, enjoy a more ample liber- 
ty in governing the Church, and ſuch as do the Papiſts and 
Greeks, as many Hiſtorigraphers relate ; but thoſe that dwell 
mn egypt, Lybia, Nubia, Thebais, &c. andare compell'd ro 
bear the Tyranny of the Turks, and to obey the Commands of 
a barbarous Emperour, are not truly ſo free. But now 
how they are goyernd in Spiritual Matters, we ſhall ſee in 
tew words. 

Amonglt the Tacobires the higheſt Dignity is that of their 
Patriarch, as they call him, and he takes his Power from 
the Vice Roy or Bacha, who Commands in egypt in place 
of the Emperour ; his Office is to exerciſe his Power on the 
Cariftins in Spiritual Things. For Example, if any Jacobite, 


naving furlaken his Religion, does embrace that of the Greeks, 
Papiſts,

Papiſts, or Armenians, then he may, anJ even ought, to call 
him to an account : but if he be turned Mabomeran, then he 
cannot ; for they are Maſters, and it is not lawful for Chri- 
ſtians to contend with thoſe, whom they ſerve ; bur if he 
lives in thoſe Countries, which are not ſubject ro the Twhk, as 
in e/£thiopia, he may call him, and require a reaſon why he 
did forlake his Religion ; nay, indeed, pronounce an Ana- 
thema againſt him ; but this 1s rarely done 1n theſe times, the 
Patriarch fearing leaſt he that is fo uſed,ſhould turn 4/ahometarn, 
amonþſt whom there 15.no Salvation, the Afahomet an not caring 
to be faved by, or in Chriff, And this only Power he' now 
poſſeſles, for he is not-lecure as to the things belonging unto 
the Church, ſuch as Tythes, Firſt-fruits, Marriage-fees, or 
Alms which are given by Chriſtians at or near their Death- 
beds, or thole things uſed to be given by ſuch as receive the 
Sacraments of Ordination and Confirmation, cc. for concern- 
ing theſe things, he can move no Controverſie with the Subject. 
For whether he can give, or not give, perform, or not per- 
form what 1s appointed, 1t 1s the ſame thing, he muſt wait 
upon his charitable diſpoſition and kindneſs ; and ſo much for 
the Spiritual Government of thoſe, who are under the Domt- 
nion and Empire of the Turk. 


CHAP, 
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CAP. Ty. 
Of the Ele&ion of the Patriarch, Archbiſhops, &c. 


Hen the Patriarch, who held the Keys in Spiritual Mat- 
ters, is dead and buried, the Canons of the Church 
do publickly exhort every one to- pray to God, that he would 
pleaſe to aflift each one with his Holy Spirit, that a new Go- 
vernour of the Church may be choſen, which may be accepta- 
ble ro his Divine Majeſty, and'to Men, and preſently Convoke 
by their Letters, the Arch. Biſhops, and Biſhops, who, as ſoon 
as they are come together into the Cathedral Church, chooſe 
one of the ancienteſt Monks of the Hermites, who ſeems to 
be a truly Penitent, and to have ſtrictly exercis'd Faſting and 
Continency, and all other Vertues belonging to the Mortihca- 
tion of the Fleſh. But when any one 1s choſen, they do not 
declare who it is; for as foon as any of them knows he is cho- 
ſen to that Dignity, he flies, and does not willingly accept, 
but they take and lead him by force into the Town, and in- 
treat him with many ſupplications that he would vouchſafe to 
be Paſtor of their Church, ſince he was choſen, by the 
Arch Biſhops, and Biſhops, conducted by the Holy Ghot : 
He oppoles with many Words and Tears, profeſſing himſelf 
inſufhcient for {o great a Charge, but ar laſt overcome, as it 
were, by thzir importunity , he accepteth. Then he is 
brought to the Bacha, or Vice-Roy for that time in «Egypt, 
by wham he 1s conſtituted Patriarch of rhe 7cobites, and from 
whom he recetves a Grant of his firit Petition ; which is, T hat 
2e may Govern the Church, accordins to the Inſtitutions of 
their Anceitors, And fo much for the Elettion of the Patriarch ; 
lex 11S now {pear of the Biſhops.

T hey are choſen almoſt in the ſame way as the Patriarchs ; 
for they are taken by force, and conducted to the Patriarch, 
who admoniſhes them not to wave any longer fo ſacred a Fun- 
Ction, but to ſubmit themſelves to it, remembring that they 
are both Elected and Called by the Boly Ghoſt, who can ren- 
der facile to them what they think hard and difficult ; towhom, 
as ſoon as conſenting to take on them the Office, is given 
either by the Patriarch, or the Bacha, after the ſame manner, 
a Faculty, that it may not be lawful for any Perſon under 


their Charge to difobey, or contend in any thing. 


As to the EleRion of the Arch-Biſhop, the Patriarch toge- 
ther with the Canons affemble in the Church, and having cho- 
{en him, -he zeceives Authentick Letters from the Patriarch 
and Vice-Roy, or Bacha, and ſuch a Power as is uſually 
given to an Arch-Biſhop, and ſo after his Confecration is ſent 
ito the Province, which-is allotred him. The fame way are 
choten Prebendaries, Frieſts, and Superiours of Convents. 
who all refuſe at the firſt, but at laſt overcome, as it were 
by-entreaty, do:accept. Of which number none receive this 
Authority from the Tzrk, nor his-Contirmation , but Abbors 
and Priors of Convents, the others requiring not ſuch a one, 
becauſe under, either the Patriarch, or ſome Biſhop. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. V. 


Of the Conſecration of the Patriarch, Arch-Bi- 
ſhops, and Biſhops. 


Ince it 1s not a daily, but a rare thing to Conlecrate a Pa 

triarch, we will in few words give tome account of that 
Ceremony. The Election of the Patriarch being made, as we 
ſaid before, in the Cathedral Church, and Notice being given 
to all People of the certain Day of his Conlecration, all the 
Citizens. and Inhabitants of Aemphis, and many Strangers 
come flocking into the Church, where the Conlecration 1s to 
be ſolemniz'd, and not only many Chriſtians, but many of 
the principal Turks and IMahometan”s flock thither, for as this 
Ceremony is ſeldom to be ſeen, fo when it is, they husband 
the opportunity. This then is the Order of Conſecratton, 


ar Midnight after Mats 1s. begun, and the Introit 1s over, 
one of the Seven Biſhops who begun it, leaves all the reſt, and 
goes into the Sanctuary. The Second goes on with the reſt of 
the Vials : to the Second the Third fuceeds, who allo takes 
his turn as to the Celebration : the Fourth to the Third ; and 
lo to rhe Seventh, who after he has ſung the Preface, gives 
over the reit of the Mals, and goes with the 'other into the 
Sanctuary, as we thall tee inthe next Chapter, which 1s en- 
coimpaſſed with teven ſteps, and in which is in the middle an 
Altar wnere the Mals 15 celebrated, upon which ſteps ſtand 
the teven Biſhops, upon every itep one, upright in his Pon- 
tical Habit and Mitre. at -which time, the Canons of the 
Caurch, and other Miniſters of the Sanctuary there aſſiſting, 
22vms 014 Linen Surplice, and a Girdle, of which we {poke 
1 Te tra Chimer, and 2 woollen Food on their Heads, 
Call the Patriarch, and when he is cone to the firſt Liſhop who 
itands

ſtands upon the firſt Nep, he reads to him a certain Period of 


the Pontihical-Book, placed near his Head, and encouraging 
him to hope, that God will endue him with his Grace where- 
by he may Covern his Church, after which, he breathes in his 
mouth, ſaying, Recelve the Holy Ghoft : which done, he takes 
the Mit-e from his Head, and the ſame does the ſecond, third, 
and ſourth Biſhop, and fo to the ſeventh, on the ſeventh and 
falt ſtep; and when he is come to the ſeventh ep, ſeven Ca- 
nons of the Cathedral bring to him the Pontifical Habir, each 
tendring him that part of the Garment which he is to put on, 
the firſt a fort of Linnen which he wears about his Shoulders ; 
he ſecond the Surplice ; the third the Girdle, &c. adding 
{ome ſpecial words appointed to each part of the Garment, 
when he is cloathed he fits upon the higheſt ſtep, and all the 
Biſhops taking from him the Mitre, he puts another upon his 
Head, all the Biſhops and Canons in the interim kiſſing his 
Hands, and promiſing him Obedience. Which done, the 
Patriarch deſcends from the ſteps, and begins to celebrate 
Maſs, and adminiſter the Sacrament of the Euchariſt to the 
Biſhops, Canons, Arch-Deacons, Deacons, Cc. who are al- 
ſiſting in the Sanctuary. Hitherro of the Conſecration of the 
Patriarch, as to the Arch-Biſhop's there is nothing peculiar 
but what is deſcribed in the Pontifical Book, and is performed 
by the Patriarch alone, celebrating the Mats __— with all 
the other Miniſters, who aſſiſt him ; then all the Biſhops, or 
three of them kneeling, kiſs the Hand of the Arch-Biſhop, 
who is ſet in a Chair on the Lefr-hand of the Patriarch ; and 
this is done before the Conſecration of the Sacrifice of the 
Maſs. The fame manner is obſerved in Conſecrating a Biſhop, 
for he is conſecrated by the Patriarch, and nothing more 1s 
done to him, but what belongs to the Arch-Biſhop, the Pa- 
triarch breathing upon him, and ſaying, receive the Haly 
Ghoſt.

ſtians do not ule, ſo their Churches difler in ſome man- 
ner frow thoſe in Ezrope, and other Countries, having three 
partitions or Wings, and three Sanctuaries , in the firſt par- 
tition, near the middle Sanctuary, are all the Eccleſiaſticks, 
Nobles- and Singers ; in the ſecond, the Common people, and 
thoſe which are poor ; and in the third, the Women But in 
the Sanctuary, viz. the middle, only the Prieſts and their 
Miniſters, to wit, Deacens, Sub-Deacons, ©&c. it being not 
lawful for any of inferior Orders to enter into it;the other two 
Sanctuaries are of each fide, where they generaily uſe to do 
what belongs to the Miniſtery, and theſe are uſed by the Jaco- 
bites on Palm-Sunday, and the Feaſt of the Nativity of our $Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chriſt, which we call Chriſtmas ; the reaſon of 
which you will ſee in the Chapter following. Beſides theſe 
three platforms,there are other particular places,as theVeſtry, 
where the Prieſts and Miniſters put on their Garments;another 
where they put their Reliques and Images,J&c. to which they 
are much addicted ; and a third, where is the Font of Baptiſm, 
cc, and rhele places are ai] round the {aid Wings or partiti- 
ons ; in the third wherein the Women are, there is ſometimes 
in the middle a Pool, which on Twelf-day, or Epiphany, is 
filed 


A the Jacobites obſerve ſome Ceremonies which the Chri- 
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Exeg 
filled every Year with Water ; of which in the next Chapter. 
There are likewiſe, in theſe three partitions, Oratories, which 


do ſerve for other Religions, as Ethiopians, Armenians, Chal- 
deans, Grecians, &c. wherein on Holy-days they are wont 


to celebrate their Maſſes. 
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C H AP. VII. 
Of Bccleftaſtical Ceremonies. 


Hey have ſome particular Ceremonies quite different 
from other peaple, which they boaſt to have received 

from their Anceſtors, and which they dote upon ſo much to 
this day, that they think it unlawful to depart from them, fo 
much as a hair's breadth; ſuch are thole obſerved on the 
LORDs Day, and other Holy Feaſts of Apoſtles, 
and Martyrs. On the Sabbath, or Preparation before the 
Lord's Day, or Eve of any Saint, they come all together in- 
to the Church, whither Men or Women, with naked Feet, 
and ſuch as are able, bring wich chem a Mantle, or Covering, 
with which they invellope themſelyes, when they come to 
ſleep that Night in the Church, whoſe Floor for this purpole is 
covered with Matts or Carpets, according to the Dignity of 
the place ; and when the Evening-prayers are ended, all, whe- 
ther Clerks or Laymen, ſing together in the Choire, the Ora- 
tions and Pſalms —_— to the Evening-Service ; which f1- 
niſhed, they go all into ſeveral places to ileep, only the place, 
where the Women are, is ſhut up, that Men be not amongſt 
them. But thoſe that are near che Temple, ſleep in their 
Houſes, who being call'd by a Clerk, an hour or two before 
day, come and joyn with the reſt who ſlept that Night 1n the 
Church, and having girded themſelves, go with the Prieſts 
and other Miniſter; 11to the Choire, where they begin Mart- 
tins, or Morning-prayers, after which they ſing the Hymns, 
and Canonical Hours, as they call them, viz. the firſt, third, 
and ninth Hours, which Hours Morning and Evening contain 
C 2 forty 
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forty eight plalms to be repeated by turns ; the Prieſt and the 


chiefeſt of the people ſinging every one a plaim in the A-abick 


Tongue, bc.lides the Letlons and Golpels whici are firſt reci- 
ted in the Coptic, and then in the Aravick, that all may un- 
derſtand ; the prayers are only read in the Coptic, Which 
done, the Prieſt, with the Deacon and Sub-Deacon, and Aco- 
lytes, who lerve always at Mals, begins it, and when they 
are all bowed down to the ground, reCcites the [ntroit, before 
the Door of the Sanctuary, in the Coptic Language, which 
performed, he enters into the Sanctuary with the Miniſters, 
having all Cenfors intheir hands, and goes three times about 
the Altar and blefſes it, then comes the Clerk to the Door of 
the Sanctuary with the Hoſt, Wine, and Water, all which 
the Deacon receives inthe Sanctuary with great modeſty, and 
lavs them before the Prieſt, who puts them all in order to be 
confecrated. T hen he begins ſome Oraitons and Hymns, and 
the people ſing with him, and if there be any Story of a Saint 
belonging to the day, the Prieſt reads it in the Coptic Tongue z 
which done, the Sub-Deacon begins the firſt Epiſtle, taken 

ut of the Old Teſtament, alfo in the Coptic Language ; 
then another, viz. Sub-Deacon reads two Epiltles in AJ-abich, 
one taken out of St. Pal, and the other a general one ; and. 
after he has recited ſome few Hymns and Orailons, he reads 
the Golpel appointed for the day. Then the Prieſt folemnly 
begins the Preface in the Coptic, and is fol'owed by the Chotte 
that ſings the reſt, and the Litany, which the Prieſt alone re- 
peats in the Sanctuary with a clear and audible Voice in the 
lame 1 cngue, and when the Preface is ended, then he conte- 
crates Pread and Wine, the people attending to hin with 
great Devotion, which done, the Prieſt takes firſt rhe Sacru- 
ment, then the Deacon, Sub-Deacon, and the other Miniſters ; 


and if mere be any of the people preſent, the Prieſt gives 


them of the tame Holt, an che Deacon in a Spoon of 
$11ver or Gold gives them of the Blood, So that they all par- 
taxe of one Hoſt or conſecrated Fread, which weighs one 
pound art leaſt. Bur before the diitribution, the Prieſt hold- 
ing of th2 Cup, and the Deacon having the Hoſt upon a plate, 
.nev go our of the Sanctuary face to face, that is mutually 


looking

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looking upon another, ſo that he that goes foremoſt goes back - 


wards, like a fea-crab, ſo they go thro'the Choire, and' the 
two faid Partitions; then after the ſame manner, the Deacon 
turning his face to the Prieſt, they return into the SanRuary, 
the people kneeling in the mean time uncover'd with great de- 
votion 5. Which done, in two or three hours, or thereabouts, 
the Prieſt waſhes the Cup and Plate with his hands, and be- 
fore they are dry, drinks the Water, remaining ſtill at the 
Door of the Sanctuary. They run all to him, he touches 
their faces, and blefſes them ; and when they begin to go out 
of the Church, the Choire ſings Hymns and Pſalms in the Co- 
ptic hos and a Clerk ſtands at the Church-door with a 
Pasket of unconlecrated Hoſts, of which he diſtributes to 
every one. 


Of the outward SanFuaries mentioned in the fixth Cha- 
fer, Of the Form of the Temple. 


Hete two autward Sanctuaries are us'd but three times in 

a Year, on the Day of the Nativity thrice, for three 
ſeveral Maſſes are Celebrated on that day, and of- neceſſity 
three Prieſts officiate, and each one in his Sanctuary celebrates 
one aſs, Secondly, On Palm-Sunday, which is very mutt 
obſerved amongſt them. And Laſtly, On the Feaſt of the 
Exaltation of the Holy Croſs. For on thele three Feſtivals the 
Prieſts make three Croſſes of Palm. boughs, and blets one in 
eac|; Sanctuary, and this done, go a proceſſioning rogether 
with thoſe that are in the Church, and caſt the Crofſes mto 
the River ; But Keep the other' conſecrated Boughs in their 
1oules. + | I 


The 700! in the third partition, or Womens Apartment, if - 


you enquire after, 1s filled on the Epiphary with Water ; for 
then they commemorate Chriſt's Bapttſm ; and the Patriarch 
himſelf, if preſent, conſecrates the Water, but if- abſent, 
whoever then 13 chiefeſt in the Church, does his Office, and 
contecrates it. Which done, and many other Ceremontes, 
Hymns, Pſalms, Epiſtles, and Goſpel being over, he that ts 

chiefeſt 
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chiefeſt in Authority kaving put off his Cloaths, and layed 
them aſide, goes into the Poo! and plungeth himſelf therein 
four times, which he does in the four corners of the pool, in 
form of a Crols ; aud the reſt alſo following his ſteps, in me- 
mory, as it were, of Baptiſm. And that Day iscalled Gnires, 
which is as much as to ſay, Submerſion : And this Ceremony 
of the Conſecration of the Water holds for two or three 
:hours, many Lamps aud Candles burning during all that 
time. | 


CHAP. VII. 
Of their Conſecrated Garments, 


call'd Jacobites, as one may fee in the firſt Chapter, 
they for this reaſon obſerve almoſt all the Jewiſh Ceremonies, 
and uſe part of their ſacred Veſtments to this very day. The 
uſe, for inſtance, a woollen Cloak on their Had whi 
they not-only 'wear which {ervein the Church, bur thoſe alſo 
-who will enter intoit,otherwiſe they muſt not enter. They wear 
alſo a long Linnen Garment reaching to the ground, and fer 
with Jewels, in mode of a Croſs, at their backs and breaſts, 
and in their nejcthermoſt and loweſt parts, and in the flaps or 
fleeves, near the Arms and Hands; but if the Church be poor, 
then they ule Silk inſtead of Jewels ; and when they have got 
-on this Garment, they gird themſelves with a Girdle, of which 
we have io often {poken, and the Prieſt only carries the 1ani- 
ple in bis Left hand, for the other Miniſters, videlicer, Deacon, 
or Sub-deacon, or any of the inferiour Orders cannot do it; 
and this 15 their conſtant uſe. But at Solemn Times, when no 
Biſhop celebrates Maſs, 'the Prieſt, Deacon, and Sub-deacon, 
wear a Cloak, or Paliam, with a Hood upon their Heads 0- 
ver the woollen Cloth; but the Yeſtment call'd the Stole,

Praia they are the Sons of Jacob, and are from thence 
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none wear but the Biſhops. They have alto ſome Veſtments 
made with Silk, which are of uſe when they adminiſter the 
Sacrament, viz. when the'Deacon touches it through a Gar- 
ment. and not with his bare Hands. 


They uſe likewiſe feveral other Ceremonies oblerved un- 
der the Old Teſtament, as the keeping themſelves free from 
dead Bodies, and many other things recounted in Holy Writ, 
as allo from unclean Beaſts, from Blood, from Things trang- 
led, and many others commanded to the Jews under the Of 


Law, in the oblervation of which they ſhew themtelvez very 
rigorous, 
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CHAP: IX 


Of their Sacraments in general, and their Uſe, 


Acraments amongſt the Jacobires, as amongſt the Papi? 
_J Greeks and Armeuians, are Seven in number ; bur yer all. 
not equally obſerved ; for initance., Extream Unction, and b* 2 
Auricular Confeſſion, are not obſerved with the fame 7igour 2W- 
S the other five. So the Sacrament of Confirmation is given 2M 
rogether with Baptitm, neither is there any Order in receiving 
of any of them, bur all 4 axe confuted. So do they give -- 
to newly baptiz'd Infants the Sacrament of the Eucharist in BY 
both kinds, and often the Sacrament of, Oraers, with theother WH 4% 
two, excepting the Prieſthood, which & given only to tuchas * 
are five and twenty years old, As for Azricular Com/eſſion, - 
Lay-menare wont to uſe ic ſometimes before they recerve the 
Holy Communion, but Eccleſiaſticks very leldom.

CHAP.

Of BAPTISM. 


\ \ [ E have ſaid in the Chapter of the Form of the Temple, 

that there was a place deſigned for a Font of Baptiſm, 
wherein is a Receptacle, which in time of Baptiſm they fill 
with Water, and that being done, the Prieſt having firſt put 
on his ſacred Veſtments, comes together with all the other 
Miniſters to the Font, ſinging various Orations and Hymns 
firſt begun by the Prieſt in the Coptic 1 ongue, then follow 
the Epi/tles and Goſpels, as we faid before in the Celebration 
of tne Maſs. Which ended, the Prieſt begins to ſing the Pc- 
face, and to repeat almoſt all the Orations and Prayers uled 
at the Communion-Table ; then he conſecrates the Water, in- 
termixing therewith a lictle hallowed: Oyl and Salt. Then 
the Pater Luſtricu:, or perſon reſponſible for the Child, 
brings the Infant, which 1s to be Forty days old, neither 1s 4t 
lawful for any perton, no not for the: Wiother or Midwife to 
enter the Church, unleſs neceſſity compels; and firſt a great 
many Lamps and Candles being light up, the Prieft asketh this 
perſon ſtanding before the Font, whether he will have this 
Child waſhed with the holy Water of Bapriſon, who fignify- 


ing conleut, he repeateth the Exorc:ſ-m, and many other Ce- 


remontes, according to the Cuſtom of many Nations, and 
raking the Infant into his hands, putteth him three times into 
the Water, adding theſe words uſed by all Chriſtians in this 
Sacrament : 1 Baprize thee in the Name of the Father, of the 
Son, and of the Holy Gho$t: And taking a linnen Cloth, wipeth 


the Child, and confirmeth him with Holy Oyl, and anointeth 


therewith all his Joynts. After which the Prieſt dreſſeth and 
bindeth him with the Girdle before mentioned, and he cannot 


be by any one unty*d, unleſy by a Prieſt after the third day. 
And

And then he again pulleth of the Infant's Cloaths, and waſh- 
eth him with fair Water in an Earthen Veſſel, which he after- 
wards flings into a River, or ſome other place, where it may 
paſs away- But the Water of Baptiſm is convey'd through 
{ome hole into a ſubterraneous place. 


Baptiſm 1s ſolemnly celebrated twice in the Year, firſt on 
the Sunday of rhe Penteco#t, and then on the Sunday of 
the Paſſion, when as we have ſaid, it is adminiſtred to In- 
fants. 


But as we remarked in the firſt Chapter, Circumciſion is 
diligently obſerved and that on the eighth day after the Birth, 
and this not only in the principal Cities where there is a great

CH AP: RE 
Of the Sacr.:ment of Confirmation. 


N the preceding Chapter we remembred you of this Sa- 
| crament, when we {aid the Prieſt adminiſtred it to the 
Infant. The Conſecration of the Oyl is by the Prieit, as alſo 
Confirmation, and he does not ſtay ti! rhe FPiſhop cele- 
brates So that herein is a difference berwiir the Farobires 
and the Papiſts in this matter, that with the latter the Conte» 
cration of the Oyl is only by the Þiſhop, but not with the for- 
mer. Confirmation allo amongſt Jacohites, 1s given to {N74ms 
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ropether with Paprifin, but amonglt tne Porijts they are oven F 
ſepararely, and Confirmo-i951 is given only by che Biſhop. -

yr HE Eceleſtsſtichs, as we have obſerved, do very ſeldom 

[ uſe this Sacrament ; a little oftner the 7. aics, and then 
it is ſeverely and rigidly exerciied. Many Hiſtorians inform 
us, thatin eA:hjopia, where this Religion flouriſhes, the Con- 
feflors cake a great deal of Vieney of 1uch as confels, notwith- 
ſtanding they are forced belides to undergo a ftrict and rigid 
penance ; but in «A#gypt they do not give Money, unlels it be 
according to the ability of him that doth penance : and if he 
giveth nothing, then he is obliged ro abſtain for ſome time from 
the Temple. The penance which the Confeſſors are accuſto- 
med to enjoyn their penitents 1s ſometimes {o heavy, and for 
ſo long a ſpace, that it often exceeds fix Vonths, and fome- 
times a Year, during which time they are not admitted to re- 
ceive the Sacrament of the Erchar if. And this fer the moſt 
part is the nature of their penance; two or three times a week 
they abſtain from Victuals, living upon Bread and Water, and 
bow every Night to the Ground fifty, or a hundred times, 
kiſſing it towards the Ea5F, They think there is but one ſort 
of ſin, and not different Species of them, as the Pariſts uſe to

THE Miniiters, who celebrate aſs together wich the 
Priezt, receive, 2$ we have laid, the Sacrament of the 
Euchariſt, 
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Eucharif, without that of Confeſſion, every Sunday and Ho- 
ly-day, uſing only the Eve before a Holy day to prepare 
themſelves, by abſtaining that Night from eating and drinking, 
/\nd after the Laics have performed the penance, that their 
Confeflors he enjoyned them, they come weeping and 
bare-headed with great devotion to the Door of the Sanctuary: 
1 here they ſtand, and holding ſome Linnen in their hands, the 
Prieſt gives them a oit of the off, and the Deacon prelents 
them with fome Wine from the Czp,in a Gold or Silver 5poon. 
Likewiſe, if any {mall Children are ro be waſhed with the 
iacred Water of Baptiſm ; w hich Ceremony is alo to be done 
at other times, beſides thoſe before-mentioned , they are 
brought b the Pater Luſtric:zs, or by fuch like perlon, to the 
door of the SanCtuary ; then thz Prieſt puts a {mull piece of 
the H5 into the Child's mouth, and having. dipped his finger 

in the Cp,rubbeth therewith the Childs mouth. Likewiſe if any 
Infant be made Deacon, or Sub-deacon, which ofren happens

Ention was made of this Sacrament, when we treated of 
L Bartiſn, where we laid, excepting that of the Prieſt- 
hood, there is 60 retpect had to Aze in conferring of any Or- 
der, all other, the greater as well as the leis being conferred 
without taking the Age of any one into conſideration. And 
this is the way of adminiſtring this Sacrament. If any Child1s

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neſday and Friday in the Week, to abſtain from Milk, a 1d 
Victuals made with Blood, to mortiftie his Body in Len by 
faſting until the Evening, to go to Church on Holy days, and 
hear 42/5, &c. Burt none performs the Diviae Cihce until-he 
has attained to Prieſt s Ord:7s, which he takes ar the Age of 
five and twenty, and tnen he 1s obliged to obſerve the afore- 
faid Rules. But he that 1s received into Orders, be they 
greater or lefs, firſt giveth his Name to the Biſhop's Secretary, 
and a fingle piece of Money ts the Patriarch, of about Three- 
pence Engliſh, and then at the time of (onlecration the Biſhop 
ſtanding before the oor of the vanCtuary cutreth off his Hair, 
then putting his Hand upon his Head, bleflerh him in form of 
a Crols, and therewi.ci congratulateth him on his admitrance 
into the number of the Eccleſiaſticks : this being done, he en- 
ters into the SanCtuary, and firs upon his Pon: tfical Chair, and 
the Minitſters, or thoſe thar aſſiſt at the Ceremony, having on 
a long Surplice and a Girdle, bring him a Girdle : then the 
Biſhop confers upon him the other Orders as far as the Diaco- 
nate, and ules thole Ceremonies which are uled by the Greeks 
and Romans, If you enquire of me concerning the Prieſts, the 
manner is different as to them, for they are elected when they 
are abſent, and are taken in the Church againſt cheir wills in 
time of Orders, and after ſeveral words and {upplications, as 
if they were overcome by them, they are forced to conlent ; 
after which being cloathed with the Sacerdotal Ornaments, 

they are conducted to the Biſhop into the Sanctuary, and 

there by him ordained as has been ſhewe !, and is the © uſtom 

amongſt other Nations. "There is beſides thoſe 9-47- alrea- 

dy menttoned, another, which they cail Aco:;:;nns; thole of 


bliſhed by rhe +1fhop, as we have faid in the Prieits Graders, 


teſhion.

Of the Sacrament of. Marriage. 


T Heir Marriages, as we have faid in the Chapter of the 
Sacraments, are celebrated with great folemnity and 
magnificence ; and this is the manner of them in «-Zgypr : The 
Bridegroom, and Bride, firſt ask leave of the Turkiſh Judge, 
for thoſe that are under the 7z#-k*s Dominion, cannot take a 
Wife, except they firſt have obtained permiſſion of the Grand 
Seionour's Licutenant ; This leave being granted, they go botn 
into the Cathedral Houſe, where they give their Names to be 
enrolled, and having paid a certain Sum of Money to the Pa- 
triarch, he appoints them the day when they are to be marri- 
ed. At the Day appointed they come into the Church, and 
having lighted up feveral Lamps and Candles in the fecond and 
third ; artit107, where the Women ule to be, they begin to 
ſing in the firſt many Hymns and Prayers in the honour of che 
Bridegroom, and pive him ſeveral private Exhortations ; at- 
terwards they condi.Ct him into the third partition, command- 
ing him there to ſer with his Spoule, then they ſing ſome Lel- 
ſons, and the Cofpel belonging ro Matrimony ; and if the 
Bridegroom be a Deacon, he ſings himlelf rhe Goſpel laid on 
the Pulpit in the ſecond particion, and firſt in the Copric 
Tongue, and then in the Arabic. Thete Leſſons are taken 
our of the Book of G-zeſie, where -it is ſpoken of Avraam 
and Sara, and out of the Apoſtle St. Panl, and the Golpel 
out of St. 7-9/5, concerning the Marriage in Galelea. Which 
done, they lead che ridegroom ſolemnly through the Church, 
with many Lamps and "andles, and finging many Hymns and 
P{ilms, Eut if the Bridegroom be rich, they make feveral 
Fire-works, wait upon him finging and playing on divers In- 
ſruments of Muſick, and {pend ſo much ſometimes in thele 
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things, as amounteth to more than 3009 Crown;, Engliſh. 
As for the Dowry, which they ca.l the Bond of 12r; imory, the 
Husband is obliged to give his Wite, according to the Ecclefi - 
aſtical Canons, five and twenty © rowns, Frenc:: Money : but 
leveral of the Nobilicy oblerve not thele Canons, and think- 
ing it a diſhonour t9 give fo little, do often beſtow, tome One, 
{ome Five hundred, and {ome a thouſand Crowns. Þ} he Spoule 
gives i:othing to her Fusband, but has Cloaths, Ornaments, 
and ſometimes a Houſe. When this Ceremony is ended, they 
are both magnificently conducted into their Houte, where they 
live in ſplendour many days, and take th:ir pleaſure ; bur 
the iecond Night after the Marriage, the Husband according 
to the Cuſtom, goes into a ſecret room, and the next day ear- 


ly in the Morning, ought to ſhew them thar are preſent the 


S18n of Virginity : that 1s, Sarnguimem illum qui Cfuxit ex per- 
tracta pellicula 1114 :; called by ail Phyſitians, the $12 of Vir- 
cimity, or Hymen ; which effluction utes to appear on the Lin- 
nen ; and if it does not, the Spoule ſuffers in her Reputation, 
and if the Husband pleaſes to ule his Right, he may ſend her 
again to her Parents, who ſhall be bound to pay all the Char- 
es he has been ar. 


CHAP.- XVI. 
Of the Sacrament of Extream IUnftion. 


Hey very ſeldom uſe Extream Unition, or Auricular 
Con/eſſion, or Euchariſt, for they keep none in the 


Church as do the Papiſts and Greeks ; it is given only to them 


who are in their laſt agony, or dying ; and if there be preſent 
a Miniſter of the Church, he exhorts the ſick to be of good 
Courage, and to hope for a more la{ting and better Life ; but 
if no Miniſter be preſent, he is encouraged by either his Pa- 
rents or Relations; and when he is gone out of this Life, his 
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Corps his brought into the Temple, where the Prieſt reads 
fome Prayers.and Hymns uled at Fxzersls, which ended, they 
bury him either in the Church, or one of the other Plarforms 
or Oiviſiens ;, then they pray at home forty days for the de- 
cealed, and again ar the end of fix Months once, and as much 
at the end of the Year : T hus they do for their Gentry. As 
for the poor, or common people, they pray once only after 
the third day, as much after the fortieth, and the ſame at the 
end of {1x Months, and of the Year. And then mention is 
made of the time of his death, both at home and in the Church, 
whiilt the Prieſt reading ſome piayers, incenſerh, and puts 
tome Franxinceufe in the Sepulcher. } hey al{o beſtow many 
Alms upon the poor, and M/s is allo laid for the Soul of the 
departed. 


bt H A P, XVII. 
Of the Worjhip of Images, and Reliques of Saints, 


Hey pay Religious Veneration to the Images of Saints, 
and in this they furpats all Nations living under the 
Sun. They have, as we taid in the Chapter of the Form of 
the Temple, ſome particular places wherein they fer their 
Images. On Holy-days they light up Candles and Lamps 
before them, and if any adverſity at any time happens, or 1m- 
minent danger appear, they apply themtelves ro them, and 
with greac devotion ask their aſſh/tance, bowing down to the 
cround, and beating their breaſts with their fits, and allo 
thedding of many rears. But they have nothing graven, be- 
caute they think that an Idol, but only Images of Wood, pt- - 
Ctured according to the manner of the Greeks, neither do they 
ule any new Images as the Papi/ts do, bur only thole of the 
Virgin Mary, and fome DoQtors of the Primitive Church, as 
of Georgins Theodorus, and allo of 1artyrs, as Antonius Har- 
Cul:

CHAP. XYIL 
Of Monks, and the Place of their Habitation, 


HE Monks, and thoſe that the French generally call Re- 

li710c5 amongſt the Jacob;tes, live much more ſtrictly 
then thoſe that live in Exrope ; for they oblerve the ancient 
Orders of St. Anthony, and Macarin: which were the firſt a- 
monslt them, and inhabir co this very day thole places where- 
in they lived formerly. as 7hebazs, and Scytia, which are parts 
of egypt. They carefully abſtain from all Victuals provo- 
king {enfuality, they live all their Life-rime on Bread and 
P.oots, and {uch things, excepting Faſter and\Chriſi mas, and 
then they eat on Eggs and Fiſh, if they can ger them any. 
They never goe into any rich or.fine Towns The Priors 
and Servants of the Monalitery only go out, and the laſt of 
theſe, that they ma beg Bur if any through neceſfity, which 
we commonly call the Soveraign Law, is forced to g9 out, he 
obtains leave firſt of his Abbor, or Priour, who grants him a 
certain limited time ; and if he return not within that time, 
he is puniſhed, aud forced to undergo a great penance. They 
paſs whole Nights and Days in Prayers and Spiritual Exerci- 
tes, except the Laics, who terve not at the celebration of 
Maſs ; but the Clerks of the Monaſtery ought to do their 
Ofhce. They go not i ſilken or delicate Apparel. but in ve- 
ry poor and courſe ; for none of them change their habit as 
long as they live ; znd if it happens to be ſometimes torn, they 
cover it with pieces. They wear a Shirt, and upon it a Robe 
made of the courleſt Woo},and g0 barefoot intheir Monaſtery,

tho' ſometimes they wear ſhoe; when they go out ; they wear 
alſo a Hood and a Cap in the Figure of a por, bur have no ſig, 
on their heads as the Papiſts and Greeks uſe to have. It is 4 
Crime to a Woman to bein the Hermitage where they live, 
neither can any perſon;that is in the Monaſtery,go into a Nun- 
ery ; every Week almoſt they are appointed ſome Mechanick 
Work, as to ſow the Ground, or to plow the Fields, or to 
grind ac the Mill, or to bake in the Oven, or the like, to thar 
they never find any time to ſpend in lazineſs, but emp'oy their 
time either in working orpraying. Their Divine Studies are 
the Lives of Saints, and ſome {piritual Books of Oraiſons, 
wherein they are earefully to exercile themſelves. Intime of 
Lent, the greateſt part of them that are more advanced in 
Age remain alone Days and Nights in Hermitages. Bur 
now of the ſacred Virgins, which ſome call Religious, they 
are amongſt the Facobztes as they are amongſt the ?apiſts and 
Greeks, They are always ſhut up in their Monaſteries, and 
never go out ; unleſs neceſticy forces ſome of them that are 
the chiefeſt, and have the Government, when it may conduce 
to the good and profit of the Monaſtery ; in their Victuals 
they live in all reſpects as the Monks before-mentioned do, 
only they have no commerce with a ſtranger or perſon of any 
other Tribe, unleſs it be in the Monaſtery where they are ſhut, 
as in the Refectory or Choire, where it is lawful to them to 
lee one another. Noneare let into the Monaſtery, unleſs they 
will be anathematized. Yet ſometimes ro ſome noble perſons 
it is permitred to enter, that they may beſtow their Charity, 
but they mult firſt have leave from the Patriarch. Their Cu- 
{tom is to build theſe Monaſteries inneat Towns near a Church, 
thar they may hear aſs on Holy-days. 
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CHA P;  XILX. 
Of tir F AS TS. 


& þ Hey are uſed to faſt four times in the Year: And firſt in 

Lent,which continues from Septzageſima-Sundayto Eaſter, 

and is obſerved both by Lay-men, and alſo by thoſe the French 

call Religious, and finally by all who have attained the Ape of 

ſixteen Years, lIhey eat only of Bread and Pulſes, and 

Herbs, which they are not to ſeaſon with Oyl, and of theſe 

but once a day, and that is in the Evening. "The ſecond time | 
of faſting is the Advent, from the fifteenth day in November, 
till the Feaſt of the Narivity, which happens the twenty fifth | 
of Decemoty : And then they forbear Fleſh and Milk, but may 
eat of Fiſh lawfully. The third 1s celebrated in honour of 
the bleſſed Virgin, and begins the twenty fourth day of Seprer:- 
ber and ends the twenty-fitth day of Arg, which is Afuum- 
ption-day. Their fourth and lat Faſt is in honour of the Apo: 
ſtles St. Perer and St. Paxl, and begins the firſt Sunday in Pen- 
tecoft, and ends on their day, viz. the twenty ninth of Jzve. 
But as to the time or duration of this Faſt , it is not certain, 
for it is according to the courſe of Eaſter. At this tim? as well 
as at the Advent they eat Fiſh, but in time of Lent, or when 
they faſt in honour of the bleſſed Virgin, they do not. 


CHAP. Ak 
Of their Holy Pilerimages. 


T HE FJacobites are uſed to go on Pilgrimage upon a Relt- 
gtous account : for to ſay in a word, there are many 
places in «9gypt, where the Bodies of Saints, and Images of 
the bleſſed Virgin are kept, which they believe to perform ma- 
ny extraordinary Miracles. But about the middle of Lent 
for rhe moſt part, they are wonted to travel to Jeruſalcm, 
and becauſe the Road is infeſted with Thieves and Arabs, 
they uſe all to gather together in the Metropolis of e/Aoypr, 
whether Jacobites, Greeks, or Europeans, Merchants or Arti- 
ficers, Pilgrims, Cc. and there joyn in one Body, or Caravan, 
as they call it, and the number of the Pilgrims is lo great that 
ir ſometimes exceeds lixty thouſand Men. And after in this 
manner they are aſſembled together, they aſcend their Camels 
and begin their Journey, and in twelve or fifteen days ſpace 
reach the City of Jeruſalem, But before they arrive there 
they are to enter into the City of Gaza, and then Catea and 
Ravilay, in which three mentioned. places they are to pay a 
Toll or Cuſtom to the Tk, tuch as are Subjects, eight French 
Crowns, the reſt double, to wit, ſixteen: vain, when they 
are come to 7Jcrr;ſa/em, four Crowns are to be given by the 
Cubject, eight by the reſt, and they live in a for: of Holpita- 
liry rovether, as long as they ſtay at Ferrſc:lem, where ail 
the Holy Week they viſit the Holy places. But on the Sab- 
bath-day they aſſemble all together in the Church of the <e- 
pulcher and hear Maſs, which all the Eiſhops that ore preſent, 
celebrate in { many ſeveral Chappels. in the Chappei of the 
SCepulcher o::ly the Patriarcn of the Jacobires, If he be prelent, 
otherwile his Vicar, with {ome of the Aby//:1:4 Churches, up- 
on whom, {ney ay, a Light ſhineth out of the *epuicher. Fut 
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the Turks, that are Keepers, extinguiſh all the Lamps and 
Candles ſet up that day in the Chu-ch, wiich are again lighted 
by the Divine Light ſpringing our of the Sepuicher. But ma- 
ny eſteem this to be a fiction ; and in truth it 15 fo ; 1t is poſh. 
ble, and many teſtifie, thar this might anctently have been, 
when thoſe that profeſſed the Chriſtian Religion were very 
rare, but now the Faith being ditplayed through the whole 
World, we have no need of any tuch Miracles Bur that 
the Turks may have a good eſteem of the Carina Religion, 
they are wont to deceive the credulou; minas of the imple 
with ſuch Arts, as may bring no {amage to the C hri{.1an Faith, 
feigning the Lamps to have been kinaled by a lighr ſhining out 
of the Sepulcher, when indeed they have a Lamp fuipended 
out of the Sepulcher, with which the Prie(t lighteta up again 
all the re'? that were extinguiſhed. And this 1s done by che 
e/£thiopians, or the Jacovires, becaule they atone, as we {aid 
before, celebrate /7:/ in the Chappel of the Sepulcher. Ma- 
ny Ez-opea.s believe this, bur to impole upon the Greeks and 
Chal:eans in this matter is a, thing impoſſible 

The firſt day of Eaſter being paſt, they viſit the Holy Fla- 
ces which are out of Jeruſalem, as Bethlehem, the River Jor- 
dan, and the reſt of the Holy Places of the Paſſion, which they 
do throughout the whole Week of Eaſter, and after this, eve- 
ry on? returneth into his own Country But thereare alſo ſome 
peculiar places in -Z2ypt to which they go upon a Religious 
{core, as hrſt to the "_ Mary's rLemple to which they are 
accuſtomed to go, thinking on the eighth day of Sepremnber, 
which is her Birth-day, the Bleſſed Virgin , together with 
fome particular Saints, appear in a phantaſtick manner in the 
Circuit of the Sanctuary ; which many flock together to lee, 
Many other places likewiſe they have dedicated to Saints, as 
to St George, St. Antony, and others ; and becauſe they are 
tamed for many Miracles, out of devotion they repair thither 
1.4 great number; they take Beats wich them, which they 
offer up as a Sacrifice in honoyr to the Saint, and when they 
have boyled them, eatof themin the Temple,

Hen they are call d upon through exceſſive heat in - 


their languiſhing ſtomachs, and the thirſty Spirits in 
their Liver, to drink, they repair and refreſh their roo much 
exhauſted Bodies by the vertue of cold Meats or Drinks, or a 
{uffection of frigid Aliments, with which the County much 
abounds. And altho almoſt every day, fix Oxen, andtwelve 
thoutand Sheep. are ſlain, yet they had rather, for the moſt 
part, feed on Milk, Herbs, and other things, but on Wedneſ- 
days and Fridays they eat only Fiſh : And this is their manner 
in Eating. 
Their knees being buckled under them, they ſit upon: the 
round about a TI able which is ſpread before them, and if an 
Eccleſiaſtick be preſent, taking Bread and breaking it into 
pieces with his hands, for it is unlawful among us to uſe a 
Knife ; after he has given Thanks he diſtributes to every one, 
which being done, they prepare themſelves to eat.

Of the Education of their Children , and their- 
Publick Schools, 


Mongſt the Jacobites their Children are inſtituted in - 


* Publick Schools, in which they are inſtructed in Reli- 
gion, and Good Manners ; for they attec} not Sciences : they 
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learn only to Read and Writein Arabick and Coptic Tongues. 
Poys alſo are wont in theſe Schools to commir to Memory the 
the Pſaltery, and St. Paul's Epiſtles; they learn for the m_ft 
part Geometry and Arithmetick, becaule theſe two Studies are 
very uſeful and neceſſary upon the account of the overflowing 
of the Nile; whereby the Limits of their Fields are loſt ; to 
that it becomes neceflary for them to meaſure our their Land, 
and by the benefit of the firſt of thele Sciences they compure 


the yearly increaſe.

Uch of them as are Noble, for the generality, are accuſto- 


Queſtors, Procaratores Regalium munerum,, Commiſſioners of
